
SHIVERED TO ATOMS.

A Large Locomotive Explodes With

Fearfal Force, Instantly

EILLIKG EKGIKEER AND FIREMAN.

Busted Stajbolts Believed to HaTe Caused
v the Disaster.

THE VERDICT IN T1IE SOHO ACCIDENT

Engine No. 1, of the Monongahela Con-netti-

Railwa, which operates on the
new bridge between Jones & Laugblins'
works on the Soothside, and laughhns
Bros. Eliza Furnace, exploded about 11
o'clock yesterday mornirjg, instantly killing
Engineer John Flatly and Fireman Thomas
McGough, and seriously injuring several
other men.

Flatly had been to breakfast, and upon
hit. return climbed np into the cab. He
had been there scarcely a moment when the
boiler of the locomotive exploded with a
terrific crash. The engineer was blown
through the ait like a piece of piper, and
fell into the Monongabcla river 120 yards
.iuav. McGougu was dashed against the
brick wall ol the casting shop, a piece ot
flesh torn out of hie lert breast, exposing his
heart, and his right leg was split open Irom
foot to thigh.

MfiUCK BY FLYING DEBtCS.

Thomas Clark, a track walker, was ap-

proaching the engine wnen it exploded, and
was struck by a oieca of the bciler, which
broke hisleg in two places. Joseph Ferris and
James Foraker, two laborers, who were not
within 100 leet of the locomotive, were
struck by pieces or tbe flying debris. The
former had his knee fractured, while the latter
was badly cut and bruised about the head and
body

The engine, which was a large one, and was
built b Baldwin & Co, ot Philadelphia, in ISSs,
and underwent a thorough overhauling about
mm months azo was literally torn to piece.
Portioisot it wee fouuel 255 feet from where
the vngir.e stood. Onelarg fragment struck
tbtsUeot tbecastin- - house, and. p!oing its
wax tbrougb. landed on the opposite side of the
buildinr. 160 feet awav. The men in the mill
Aore piuic-s'iicke- n forafew ruonient.

Engineer Flatl was 31 years old, single and
lived u:th hi parents on Forward avenue.
His bo.lv hat not yet been found. Firem-t-

was 21 .tears old. single, ana lived on
Greenfield avunn-- . His brother was killed
near the same spot a year ago. Mctiough's
ic,iy v.as taken to Flannerj's undertaking
rooms, on Grant street.

TnE DF.FlXTIVE STAYBOLTS.
Coroner McDowell and Boiler Inspector

Trcntcr visited the scene of the disaster, and
the latter made a tnorough examination of the
fragments of the locomotive. The crown sheet
was not huracC neither tad the flues collapsed,
which is con-iier- positive evidence that
there was no iack of water in the boiler when
it exploded. In one fragment of the front end of
the h re-b- ure found two rows of stay bulls, 30
in all, the heads of which were covered, and
apparently tust eaten. This, the Boiler In-
spector considers the weak part of the locomo-
tive, and to this he attributes the explosion.
All the other bolts found were bright and in
good coudition.

McCleanct Co.'s blast fur-
nace at Sono on Thursday, which resulted in
the death of four men. decided jesterday that
it was an accident and that no one was to
blame.

fMipcrmtendec It. C Porter, Joseph Hughes,
a nephew of Edward Hugbe. one of the dead
toes. John Harris and several others, testified
t' at the work was done with the usual care,
th.u the men around were warned to keep
away, and that whilcsuch an accident was very
unusual, it was apparently unavoidable in this
instance.
